@ More Barbed Wire is made available 

Permission to increase production 

of barbed wire by about 86,256 reels is 
announced by H. H. Foreman admin- 
istrator of steel and _ non-ferrous 
metals for the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. The move has_ been 
made possible by an increase of avaii- 
able raw materials and should be of 
great assistance in meeting heavy de- 
mand for barbed wire resulting from 
the increased livestock production in 
Canada. 
@ May 27th. .consumers going to the 
meat markets will present their ration 
books, with brown coupons Spare “A” 
designated for meat, These are double 
coupons, two No. 1. two No. 2 ete. A 
set will become good each week. 

Coupons which become valid before 
the 15th. of the month will expire at 
the end of that month; coupons becom- 
ing valid after the 15th. will expire at 
the end of the following month. . 
@No Ration on Hot Dogs— 

Hot dogs, delectable tidbits offered 
at fairs, hikes and picnics aren’t on 
the ration list, coming under the cat- 
egory of cooked sausages or weiners. 
Other exemptions from meat rationing 
rgulations, effective May 27th., in- 
clude fish and fowl, bologna, cooked 
meat loaves, liver, tongue, sweetbread 
heart, kidney, tripe, brains and tail. 
@New Ruling Affects Farm Meat 
Supply— 

Farmers accustomed to having anim- 
als killed at an abattoir and taking the 
meat home for consumption on the 
farm or for the use of his neighbors 
may continue to do so, according to a 
new ruling of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. 

This new ruling permits the holder 
of a valid slaughtering permit to 
slaughter livestock for the account of 
any non-permit holding bona fide 
farmer who resides on his own farm, 
The farmer will be required to give 
the slaughterer an undertaking ‘that 
the livestock to be slaughtered is the 
farmer’s own livestock and that the 
meat obtained from the slaughtering 
of such livestock will be consumed on 
the farmer’s own farm premises or 
will be sold to other farmers for con- 
sumption on their own farm premises, 
@ Recipe For Whitewash— 

Mix the following ingredients dry; 
one gallon of Hydrated Lime, one cup 
of flour, one half cup of salt and two 
ouncs of powdered alum. Add skim 
milk to this mixture until a creamy 
consistency is obtained.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES IN WARTIME 
—o 

To report on British Industries was 
not one of the main objects of our 
trip to Britain, and we did not make 
the intensive study of them we did of 
the fighting forees and services. 
However, we were given an opportun- 
ity to visit some plants and to see 
what British workers are doing to 
help win the war. 

Probably the most interesting of the 
plants we visited was an immense un. 
derground factory which was just go- 
ing into production. These under- 
ground factories are not dug out 
especially for the purpose. There are 
many large caverns, some natural and 
others the result of years of mining, 
which can easily be converted into 
good factories. 

A large elevator took us ninety feet 
below the surface of the ground to 
where this factory is located. 

The factory itself covers a vast area 
and only uses a small part of the 
cavern. One of our guides told us 
that he had gone down into the cavern 
before any work on it had been started 
and he would have been lost if he had 
not been with a local guide who knew 
it well. 

The floor has been cemented and the 
walls and pillars painted a light color. 
This underground factory is brilliantly 
jilluminated by fluorescent lights. 
The ventilation is wonderful. Air is 
taken from above ground, cleaned and 
heated and _ distributed by viaducts 
under the floor, while the used air is 
carried off at the roof. 

An example of modern scientific 
methods is found in the disposal of 
sewage. It is pumped to the surface 
and chemically treated to extract 
gases which are used to propel the 
factory service cars.

The factory is surprisinly clean and 
bright. It is hard to believe that it 
is ninety feet under the ground. 

There is a_ large restaurant under- 
ground as well as another on top of 
the ground. 
of feeding several employees ina 
scientific and efficient manner. 

One of the problems in connection 


With this factory was the supply of | 


labor. The number of workers at hand 
was Imited. This has been overcome 
by bringing workers there in large 
numbers of buses and by building 
dormitories and houses. The dormi 
tories are made up of single and 
double rooms, compact, but well 
furnished gnd comfortable. The 
buildings are of stone or brick and 
appeared to be fireproof and sub- 
stantial. 

The houses, some of which we were 
shown through, are small, but bright 
and comfortable, and planned to make 
the most of every bit of space. They 
are certainly a big improvement on the 
average workman’s home. 

We also visited aircraft factories, 


‘aircraft engine factories and other 


munition factories. 

One morning we arrived at one of 
these factories. The entrance was not 
very impressive. In fact it looked 
more like some residential flats than 
a factory. Yet we spent most of the 
day going from building to building 
to see various operations in progress. 
A fine lunch was served to us in the 
executive offices. The exact number 
of employees cannot be given but if 
was in the tens of thousands. 

A very large proportion of the wor- 
kers are women. many of them doing 
jobs that it was once thought could 
only be done by men. Before the war 
these women were hairdressers, bar- 
maids, waitresses, school teachers, 
shop assistants, domestics and work- 
ers in smaller industrial plants. Oth- 
ers had never worked before. 

Some of the machinery in this fac- 
tory was made in the United States. 
but much of it bore nameplates of 
British firms.

| out the same as in similar factories in 
| Canada and the United States. How- 
ever, closer study shows that opera 
tions are probably more broken down 
and scattered than on this side of 
the Atlantic. There is a good reason 


for this. In using so Many workers 
With little experience in their parti 
cular work, it was easier to teach 


them one simple operation than it 
would have been to teach them _ to 
handle a complicated machine which 
would do several operations at once. 

The system is also more _ flexible. 
Is some part is knocked out by enemy 
action or otherwise, the entire pro- 
duction will not be stopped. 

These factories are unexcelled for 
precision of craftsmanship, and thei: 
production targets are continually be- 
ing exceeded. This is going to be a 
big factor in overcoming the Hun, 
Latest reports are that the Germans 
are worried over the superiority of the 
superiority of the English in precision 
and quantity of production. 

Most of these employees work fifty- 
six hours a week. When we had a 
conference with Britain’s Minister of 
Labour. Mr. Ernest Bevin, he told us 
that there is no gain in working more 
than fifty-six hours a week, and that 
he was trying to get it down to fifty 
three or fifty-two hours’ week. He 
added, “We are in the fourth year of 
the war. Most of the virile people 
have been taken for the forces. Age 
groups in industry are higher. Forty 
seven is the everage age of the Liver 
pool dockworkers, and in the buildings 
trades, the average age is from forty-, 
five to forty-six. 

We asked two different Cabinet 
Ministers if England had reached the 
saturation point in manpower. One 
answered that there was no such thing 
other replied, ‘We are a long way past 
as a saturation point in labour, and the 
the saturation point.” 

We came away from these factories 
deeply impressed with the fact that 
the civilian workers are just as hard 
at work, just as serious in their tasks, 
and just as anxious to do their utmost: 
to hasten victory as the members o! 
the Navy, Army and Air Force.

Kreedom’s Fires Must Be 
Ked Our COAL! 


ANADIANS must dig and deliver coal that we may sail 
convoys, power vital war plants, keep our railroads 
rolling, preserve the nation’s health! 


The coal mining industry—miners and management alike— 
have done wonders to provide coal, but they need help. 
More workers must be provided, or we falter—possibly 
fail—in this grim hour. Nature has been generous but we 
must help ourselves. Our mines are rich, but undermanned. 
By Proclamation, His Excellency the Governor General in 
Council has declared that labour supply for coal mines ranks 
as a national emergency. Further, in order to provide man. 
power for coal, the Governor in Council has issued an Order 
in Council aimed at swelling the flow of coal from mine to 
firepot. 


This Order is of vital interest to ev eryone in Canada. Every 
Canadian should read and study its provisions, to see 
whether it demands any action on his part: 


EVERY EMPLOYER, REGARDLESS 
OF HIS INDUSTRY, must advise his 
employees of these Regulations, and 
he must assist in discovering whether 
any of his employees have had previ- 
ous experience as coa) mine workers. 


EVERY EMPLOYEE, REGARDLESS 
OF HIS INDUSTRY, who has had 
previous experience as a coal mine 
worker, must report that fact to his 
employer not later than Tuesday. 


May 25th. 1943. 


3 A “COAL MINE WORKER” FOR 

THESE PURPOSES is anyone who, 
since January Ist, 1935, has worked 
under provincial certificate or license 
in or around a coal mine, or who, 
since the same date, has been em- 
ployed for a total of at least 24 months 
in the production of coal (except at 
office work). 


EVERY EMPLOYER, NOT A COAL 
MINE OPERATOR, must report in 
writing to a Selective Service Officer 
not later than Tuesday, June Ist, 1943, 
full details on any of his employees 
who are ex-coal mine workers. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS 
ARE AUTHORIZED to require ex-coal 
mine workers to report for interview 
and to accept work at a coal mine. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS 
MAY REQUIRE any man in any em- 
ployment, if subject to Mobilization 
Regulations but rejected for Military 
Training, and certain others excused 
from Military Training, to accept em- 
ployment at a coal mine. 


NO COAL MINE OPERATOR may 
terminate the services of any coal mine 
worker without written permission 
from a Selective Service Officer. 


NO COAL MINE WORKER may leave 
employment at a coal mine without 
written permission from a_ Selective 
Service Officer. 


EVERY EX-COAL MINE WORKER, 
returning to the industry under these 
Regulations, will be paid wages at the 
established rate for the job at which 
he is placed; and the Government 
will pay wages of 40 cents an hour, 8 
hours a day and 48 hours a week, to 
any ex-coal mine worker required to 
leave his present employment under 
these provisions, but not placed im- 
mediately at coal mining. 


A BOARD ALLOWANCE of not more 
than $7.50 a week may be paid an 
ex-coal mine worker now returning 
to a coal mine, if required to live away 
from the residence of his dependents, 


PRESENT AND FUTURE COAL MINE 
WORKERS will be granted postpone- 
ment from Military Training to 
February Ist, 1944, by virtue of their 
occupation; and no coal mine worker 
will be accepted for voluntary enlist- 
ment in the Armed Forces of Canada, 
prior to February Ist, 1944, except 
under permit to enlist from a Selective 
Service Officer. 


NO EMPLOYER IN CANADA, EX. 
CEPT A COAL MINE OPERATOR, 
may solicit for employment or hire 
any ex-coal mine worker. 


REGARDLESS OF ANY DOMINION 
OR PROVINCIAL LAW, male persons 
at least 16 years old may be employed 
as coal mine workers, and female per- 
sons at least 18 years old may be em- 
ployed as surface coal mine workers. 


WAR EMERGENCY TRAINING 
CLASSES will be available for training 
men as coal mine workers.

CONSUMER MEAT IN LOCKERS 


Before June 30th all consumers (including farmers) who store meat in lockers must 
declare in writing to the nearest Branch of the Ration Administration, the quantity 
of rationed meat they have in storage over and above cight pounds per person in the 
household. Declarations must be accompanied by sufficient coupons from the ration 
books of the locker holder and his household, to cover the quantity of declared stored 
meat at the rate of 1 coupon for each two pounds of any meat in the above groups. 

The number of coupons to be detached by the locker user need not exceed more 
than 50% of the total meat coupons in the possession of himself and his household. 
Locker users may retain for retail purchasing one of each similarly numbered pair 


of coupons.
